"I" he forest fire situation in Canada during 1926 
again proved a very serious one, 


ignorance and carelessness, and other malevolent 


forces meant a total loss and gross damage to Canada 
Inet year estimated at $7,468,343. Since the exploita- 
tion of Canadian forests first began it is estimated | 
that from four to five times the amount of timber 
actually used has been burned through forest fires. | 


When it is realized that the forests ate the second 
greatest source of wealth, agriculture being first, the 
waste from forest fires each year can only be likened 
to the damage done if four-fifths of Canada’s great 
field crops were destroyed each year. 

Forest week has been observed this 
Canada from Apri! 25 to 30, coming in the middle of 
the season when forest fires are often most serious. 
Perhaps the greatest offenders against the national 
wealth of the country during the summer and fal! 
months are a great army of tourists and campers 
which invades the woods from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic every year. ss Y 

“Stop! Pefore You Go, See that Your Fire is 

Out.” Warnings worded something to that effect 
have been posted generously throughout the northern 
woods, especially in Ontario, and of the thousands of 
campers there are none who are not familiar with the 
bright yellow placard and its warning. Yet a de- 
plorable number of tourists who cal] themselves good 
campers apparently think that such si have n 
posted by the fire rangers merely to point out a good 
ortage.

Pasture este Growing Hogs 


Rape ts Proven to be Best Pasture, 
Being Better Than Millet or 
Oats 
Tests of different pastures for 
growing hogs have been made at the 
Brandon, Manitoba, Experimental 
Farm. The pastures used were rape, 
millet and oats. In this experiment, 
rapé had double the carrying capacity 
of either millet or oats, one eighth 
of an acre of rape providing “forage 
for seven hogs for forty-eight days, 
The hogs on rape pasttre gave ap 
increased revenue of $54.40 per acre 
over those on a bare lot, while the 
hogs on millet pasture gave $20.40 
and these on oats $13.60 more per 

acre than the bare let hogs.
